/  I " A  HE  Baume  de  vie  having  been  applied  to  difeafei 
entirely  different  from  each  other,  many  have 
been  furprized  at  the  affertion  of  Mr.  Le  Lievre, 
that  it  may  fafely  be  ufed  in,  and  will  remove  complaints 
entirely  oppofite.  But  their  aftonifhment  muff  ceafe  if 
they  pleafe  to'refledd  that  every  internal  diforder  takes  its 
rife  from  the  ffomach.  Certain  it  is,  that  whenever 
that  part  of  the  human  frame  is  weak  and  out  of 
order,  tfre  become  a  prey  to  all  evils.  Our  aliments 
grow  four,  are  corrupted,  and  make  a  bad  ferment  ; 
which  of  courfe  caufes  a  bad  digeffion ;  from  which 
refuits  a  bad  chyle,  and  this  laft  forms  a  ffzy  and  thick; 
blood,  deprived  in  part  of  its  fpirituous  and  balfamic 
principles. 

Now  fuch  blood  conveyed  by  the  circulation  through 
all  the  parts  of  the  body  with  the  vital  fpirits,  muff 
occafion  in  fome  of  thefe  parts  obffrudlions ;  and  the 
crude,  indigefted,  glutinous,  acid,  or  fait  matters,  the 
produce  of  a  bad  ferment,  muff  there  be  ffopt,  and  in  a 
new  fermentation  to  open  a  paffage,  turn  into  headachs, 
fevers,  defluxions,  pains  in  the  ffomach,  diarrhoeas,  fluor 
albus,  cholicks,  gout,  palfies,  afthma,  &c. 

It  may  fa  prefumed  then  with  the  greateff  likely-hood, 
that  the  true  fpring  of  all  diffempers  is  to  be  looked  for 
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only  in  that  noxious  leaven  which  fpoils  and  corrupt’s 
our  food,  and,  inftead  of  a  good  digeftion,  convey* 
nothing  but  crude  and  undigefted  juices.  Whence  it  is 
plain  that  to  remedy  fuch  evils  the  only  means  are  to 
find  ®nt  a  medicine  capable  of  anfwering.  thefe  flhree 
eflentfal  end's,  viz.  evacuating  fu'perfluous  humours, 
hindering  the  formation  of  new  ones,  and  fortifying 
the  ftomach. 

Thofe  are  the  wholefomc  effe&s  of  the  Baume  de  vie  y 
it  evacuates  gently  all  heterogeneous  humours,  reftores 
the  ftomach  to  a  proper  fbength,  reanimates  natu-re 
without  the  leaft  violence,  preferves  radical  moifture, 
quickens  the  circulation  of  the  blood,  abforbs  the  acid  and 
acrimonious  particles,  introduces  balfamic  ones,  and  re- 
cftablifbes  decayed  forces. 

Neither  is  it  furprizing  that  the  Baume  de  vie  fhould 
fo  efficacioufly  operate  in  almoft  every  one  of  the 
diforders  incident  to*  the  human  body  ;  it  is  composed 
only  of  fuch  things  as  are  moft  (lengthening  and  ana¬ 
logous  to  our  nature,  and  thofe  ftript  of  whatever  is 
terreftrial  and  heterogeneous.  No  connoifleur  will  call  its 
merit  in  queftion,  when  upon  trial  they  find  that  its  prin¬ 
ciples  cannot  be  feparated. 

This  reafoning  mull  acquire  both  light  and  ftrength 
from  a  reflexion  grounded  on  an  eftablifhed  principle, 
that  the  whole  mafs  of  blood  pafies  thro’  the  heart  about 
fix  hundred  times  a  day. 

The  blood  in  our  body  we  may  look  upon  in  the 
nature  of  a  moft  rapid  ftream,  which  divides  itfelf  into 
a  million  of  large,  middling,  fmallr  and  even  infinitely 
fmaller  canals,  through  which  is  carried  and  diftributed 
that  chyle  which  feeds  all  the  parts  of  our  bodies.  If 
by  the  badnefs  of  the  chyle  this  blood  becomes  vifeous 
and  depraved,  the  ftream  in  its  rapid  courfe  muft  carry 
and  depofite  its-  filth  in  the  rivulets.  By  that  means  the 
veflels  are  often  ehoaked  up  :  obftru&ions-  neceflarily  arife 
in  fuch  parts,  and  by  a  consequence  eqnally  certain,, 
thefe  parts  cannot  furnifh  to  their  ramifications  but 
a  vitiated  and  impoveriffied  blood  ;•  hence  difeafes  of 
all  kinds. 

The  truth  of  tins  principle  is  fo  felf  evident  that 
any  body  may  eafily  apply  it  to  particular  cafes,  and- 
thus  bring  back  the  moil  oppofite  difeafes  t#  the  fame 
©riein,  For  inftance,  if  the  veflei  which  communicates 
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With  the  lungs  is  foul  or  choakcd  up  in  the  manner  I 
have  juft  now  explain’d,  the  food  carried  through  it  cannot 
but  be  very  unwholefome  and  very  apt  to  taint  and 
corrupt  them,  and  in  time  beget  a  phthific  or  confumption. 
If  the  veffels  leading  to  the  liver,  the  fpleen,  or  the  head 
are  foul ;  thrs  foulnefs  will  create  obftrudlions  in  the 
liver,  vapours,  megrims,  &c.  nor  is  this  all,  for  if 
the  matters  thus  ftopt  happen  to  ferment,  they  ought 
naturally  to  bring  forth  putrid  fevers,  impofthumes,  ner¬ 
vous  complaints,  caries  in  the  bones,  and  a  thoufand 
other  accidents. 

I  prefume  to  fay,  that  we  have  proved  even  to  demonf- 
tration  the  truth  aflerted  above,  viz.  that  almoji  every 
internal  dijorder  proceeds  from  the  Jlornach  ;  confequently 
to  attack  them  with  fuccefs,  one  ought  to  do  it  in  the 
ftomach.  That  as  foon  as  a  medicine  (hall  be  found,  whofe 
natural  effefts  (hall  be  to  improve  and  purify  the  chyle, 
then  (hall  be  obtained  the  fure  means  of  carrying  through 
all  and  every  part  of  the  body  juices  adapted  to  re-eilablrfh. 
order  and  maintain  it. 

1  have  already  fpoke  of  the  offential  properties  of  the 
Ba  time  de  vie,  letting  forth  that  by  its  conftitutent  prin¬ 
ciples,  it  is  a  feve reign  reftorer  and  ftrengthner  of  the 
ftomach.  I  have  aflerted  its  efficacy  in  moft  diftem- 
pers,  becaufe  'let  them  appear  however  fo  different,  yet 
they  fpnng  .originally  from  the  fame  caufe,  a  vitiated 
ftomach. 

If,  to  thefe  reflexions  offered  by  a  ftmple  theory  founded 
\ipon  a  knowledge  of  the  mechanifm  of  the  human 
body,  of  the  true  fource  of  the  various  diforders  that 
sffi'dt  it,  and  of  the  nature  of  thofie  ingredients  whofe 
principles  are  fixed  in  the  conapofition  of  this  medicine,. 
If,  fays  the  author,  to  thefe  reflexions  you  add  the  light 
of  experience ;  if  you  pleafe  to  call  to  mind  with  what 
an  amazing  fuccefs  it  has  been  applied  in  the  moft  oppofite 
fymptoms  *  will  it  not  follow  that  this  almoft  univerfal 
efficacy  -which  I  have  attributed  to  it,  is  not  a  para¬ 
dox,  or  a  fulfome  panegyric,  but  a  certain  and  incor.- 
teftible  truth,  fupported  by  whatever  an  experimental 
dbfervation  can  afford  moft  reafonable,  and  attefted  beyond 
.a  doubt. 

The  moft  eminent  phyficians  in  France,  and  fome 
m  other  countries,  own  unanimoufly  that  the  Baume  de 
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vie,  as  compofed  by  the  Sieur  le  Lievre,  is  the  raoft  powerful 
jftomachic  that  ever  appeared  ;  they  recommend  and 
even  prefcribe  the  ufe  of  it  to  their  patients.  Pretenders 
to  phyfic,  or  fuch  as  pradtice  without  qualifications,, 
with  as  much  difhonefiy  as  ignorance,  attempt  to  argue 
upon  what  they  know  not,  conftantly  repeating  that  the 
Baume  de  vie  is  a  hot  remedy ,  or  that  it  muji  be  hot , 
Thefe  are  the  bounds  of  their  crincifm,  their  in¬ 
capacity  in  the  fcience  of  phyfic  not  allowing  them  to 
carry  their  decifions  any  farther,  nor  to  bring  any  reafons 
of  this  vague  and  inconfiderate  cenlure. 

Did  they  deferve  an  anfwer,  I  would  tel)  them  that 
not  only  their  authority,  but  even  fuch  arguments  as  they 
tnay  think  fupported  by  phyheal  knowledge,  (hall  never  be 
able  to  deftroy  the  authenticity  of  facts  related  and  attefied 
from  fo  many  different  parts. 

Among  the  many  inftances  which  prove  beyond  con¬ 
tradiction  that  cur  medicine  removes  even  the  mofl 
inflammatory  diftempers,  without  overheating  the  patient, 
it  will  be  enough  to  fay,  that  it  has  been  ufed  in  acute 
fevers,  in  bilious  cholicks,  and  pleurifies  with  fpitting  of 
blood  ;  and  that  perfons  have  taken  very  large  quantities 
in  a  Abort  time,  even  to  fifty  bottles  in  fix  weeks,  and 
none  ever  complained  of  the  effedi  which  ignorance  lays 
to  its  charge.  On  the  eontray,  any  perfon  who  fhall  find 
himfelf  hot,  or  otherwife  tormented  by  flatulencies  in  the 
ffomach  or  inteflines,  whether  occafioned  by  want  of  a 
proper  digeftion,  by  abundance  of  bile  or  flimy  and 
vifeous  matter,  will  experience  an  almofl:  iudden  relief, 
if  they  take  in  the  morning  a  milk  clyfter  with  one  or 
two  fpoonfulls  of  the  Br  ume  ;  and  fuch  as  feel  acrimonious 
humours  diddling  at  times  from  the  head,  may  be  eafed 
by  a  gargle  of  half  a  cup  of  milk  and  one  half-fpoonful 
of  Baume. 

That  a  medicine  of  fuch  extenfive  ufe  fhould  be 
cenfured,  is  no  wonder;  forre  have  condemned  it  thro* 
ill-will,  others  through  felf  intereft  ;  very  few  had  a  con- 
icious  love  of  mankind  lor  their  motive. 

It  fcarce  became  known  by  prodigious  cures  before 
feveral  voices  were  railed  to  deffroy  its  credit;  yet  the 
declaimers  could  afiign  no  bad  qualities;  they  found 
themfelves  reduced  to  that  lmgle  objection,  it  is  a  warm 
kind  of  phyfic  k.  However,  they  confefs  it  to  bean  ex¬ 
cellent  ftomachic.  Happy  indeed  that  four  critics  dare 
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not  give  the  lye  to  the  public  voice,  even  upon  that 
article ;  it  is  needlefs  after  fo  many  cures  to  anfwer  fuch 
a  lame  objection  ;  fince  experience  is  a  much  better  way 
of  proof  than  any  argument.  Yet  as  many  c'nufe  to  have 
the  one  fupported  by  the  other ;  I  will,  to  fadts,  add 
phyfical  reafonsof  the  effects  which  our  medicine  can  and 
really  does  “produce. 

It  is  heating,  cry  up  the  critics,  therefore  pernicious 
In  inflammatory  diforders.  An  inflammation,  according 
to  the  hypothelis  they  have  adopted,  is  occafioned  by 
fiery  particles  in  the  blood  and  humours,  circulating  with 
them,  and  fometimes  flopping  in  certain  parts  of  the 
body,  where  as  they  fojourn,  they  increafe  confiderably 
the  motion  of  thefe  fluids,  and  are  the  immediate  caufe  of 
fatal  diforders.  If  therefore,  inftead  of  cooling  remedies, 
vou  adminifter  others  that  are  fpirituous  and  compofed  of 
igneous  particles,  it  is  no  lefs  than  adding  fuel  to  a  fire, 
and  giving  new  ftrength  to  an  enemy  making  already  cruel 
devaluations. 

This  way  of  arguing  might,  we  own,  impofe  upon 
people  little  acquainted  with  phyflck;  but  let  us  fee  whe¬ 
ther  the  foundation  that  fupports  it  is  as  folid  as  it  is 
ipecious.  Which  is  the  true  caufe  of  inflammation  ? 
Is  it  to  be  afcribed  to  the  accelerated  motion  of  igneous 
particles,  or  to  the  fubnding  of  this  motion,  that  is  to  the 
obftacles  which  thefe  pretended  particles  of  Are  meet 
in  their  way  ?  I  am  inclined  to  believe  the  lafl:  to  be 
the  caufe ;  and  am  certain  that  many  phyficians  will  be 
of  my  opinion,  if  they  pleafe  only  to  give  a  little  atten¬ 
tion  to  it. 

I  cxpedl  to  be  looked  upon  by  others  as  an  innovator, 
one  who  attempts  to  overthrow  a  favourite  hypothefis, 
which  has  got  great  credit  in  the  fchools.  I  am  eafy  enough 
about  the  confequence,  provided  I  have  that  juftice  done 
me,  to  be  read  with  fomekind  of  attention. 

Should  it  be  impoflible  that  the  hypothefis  of  inflam¬ 
mation  may  be  falle.  No,  even  the  greateft  men  that 
have  treated  the  fubjedf  were  not  more  infallible  upon  it 
than  upon  many  others.  The  very  word  inflammation  has 
probably  formed  a  prejudice  capable  of  deceiving  them  fo 
as  to  take  the  efle&of  inflammation,  i.  e .  the  inflammation 
itfelf,  for  its  caufe. 

In  effect,  authors,  both  ancient  and  modern,  tell  us 
that  inflammation  has  its  name  from  Flamma ,  as  if  they 
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meant  that  fire  is  the  caufe  of  it.  5  Fis  in  this  manner 
that  the  learned  Boerhaave  fpeaks  in  his  Aphorifms.^ 

4£  The  inflammation  or  phlegmon  has  its  name  from 
*c  Fire,  becaufe  it  refembles  it  in  its  caufe  and  in  its 
effedfs.”  But  had  Boerhaave  properly  examined  the 
progrefs  of  the  inflammation  ?  No,  he  had  read  that  its 
cuuTe  is  fire,  he  had  obferved  the  effedfs  to  be  fimilar 
enough  ;  and  has  been  fatisfied  with  that,  not  reflecting 
whether  it  might  as  well  have  another  caufe,  or  no. 

Mr.  Van  Swieten,  who  has  given  us  Alining  lights  to 
lead  into  the  oracles  of  Boerhaave,  walking  upon  the 
ffeps  of  this  great  matter,  did  not  fcruple  to  embrace  the 
fame  opinion  ;  fhall  I  be  allowed  to  give  the  reafons  I  have 
for  not  adhering  to  the  opinion  of  thefe  two  great  lights 
of  phyfick ? 

Had  any  body  afked  them,  what  are  thofe  fiery 
particles  which  gather  in  a  fixed  place  of  our  body  ? 
•Could  afi  the  depth  of  their  genius  have  found  a  way  to 
extricate  thcmfelves  out  of  the  perplexed  fituation  which 
vo  fin'p'.e  a -qu  eft  ion  mutt  have  thrown  them  into  ?  I  know 
of  no  other  igneous  particles  in  us  but  thofe  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  fire  which  vve  have  in  common  with  every  indi¬ 
vidual  in  nature  And  this  fire  never  is  by  iifelf  the 
caule  of  any  inflammation. 

In  fuppon  of  his  opinion  Mr.  Van  Swieten  brings 
an  example  which  is  no  way  eonclufive  in  his  favour. 
ci  When  a  man  in  health  (fays  the  learned  commentator  : 
“  in  Aphor.  126.  )  presents  the  upper  part  of  his  hand  to  a 
fire,  he  begins  to  feel  a  heat  greater  than  the  natural 
ct  one,  and  his  hand  becomes  red  ;  if  he  brings  it  nearer, 
it  fwells  and  is  painful  j  nearer  ttill,  the  pain  is  more 
acute,  the  epidermis  raifes,  blitters  are  formed,  and 
«  it  will  feparate  fiom  the  (kin  at  laft  ;  the  adtion  of  the 
fire  encreafing,  by  reafon  of  proximity,  will  bum 
“  the  fkin  and  form  a  fore  fuppuration  will  intervene  to 
“  feparate  the  dead  part  from  the  quick. 

44  Now  it  is  certain,  adds  the  lame  author,  that  an 
inflammation  has  the  fame  accidents  in  concomitance 
<c  and  in  the  fame  order,  for  if  it  attacks  the  back  of 
the  hand,  it  is  followed  by  heat  and  fweiling  with 
pain,  thefe  fymptoms  encreafie  in  proportion  as  the 
£t  ailment  is  more  confiderable  ;  if  the  progrefs  is  fuch 
&c  as  to  be  near  producing  a  gangrene,  the  epidermis 
raifes  alfo  in  blitters,  the  feurf  is  to  be  feparated  by 

“  fuppuration 


*c  fuppuration  from  the  quick  ;  at  laft,  it  if  goes  to  the  laft; 

M  period,  all  the  parts  grow  black  even  to  the  bone’, 

<c  as  if  they  had  been  reduced  to  a  coal  by  a  violent 

fire.  Gangrene  then  changes  its  name  into  that  of 
®c  Sphacelus.” 

To  this  experiment  foconclufive  for  thofe,  who,  as  it  is 
commonly  faid,  will  fwear  in  verba  Ma'giftri  \  I  anfwcr  by 
afking  thefe  gentlemen,  what  muft  become  of  a  hand 
expofed  to  a  fharp  and  intenfe  cold  ?  It  will  in  a  fhort 
time  grow  red  ;  continuing  in  the  fame  politico,  the' 
perfon  muft  feel  an  internal  heat  and  a  pain  in  every 
refpedt  like  to  that  which  is  produced  by  fire,  and  by 
the  inflammation  of  which  fire  is  the  fuppofed  caufe ; 
if  the  hand  remains  longer  expofed,  the  pain  will  encreafe 
with  the  fwelling  ;  a  gangrene  will  appear  at  firft  and  be 
followed  by  a  fphacelus.  I  might  then  conclude  from  this 
experiment,  that  cold  is  the  caufe  of  inflammation;  and 
that  fire  produces  it  by  accident  only  in  the  fame  manner' 
as  all  external  bodies  will  do  when  they  arehurt  by  ftriking. 

If  fire  is  not  the  immediate  caufe  of  inflammation, 
what  is  ?  Read  Roerhaave,  and  you  will  find  it 
very  plainly  fpecified.  After  having  told  us  that  fire 
produces  inflammation,  he  fpeaks  of  an  obftrudbion  of 
the  arterial  veflels,  but  looks  upon  it  as  the  efFedf,  and 
not  as  the  caufe,  which  he  improperly  fuppofes  to  have 
before  ftated  :  I  am  therefore  apt  to  believe  that  this  pre¬ 
tended  efFedt  is  the  true  caufe  itfelf.  I  mean  this  ob- 
frru&ion  of  the  fmall  arterial  veflels ;  the  globules  of 
the  blood  mixed  with  grofs  and  vifeous  humours  that 
circulate  with  it,  and  retard  its  fluidity  at  their  coming 
Into  thefe  pipes :  the  veffel  is  too  narrow  to  give  a  free 
pafiage  to  this  mixture  of  blood  and  humours,  it  dilates, 
but  as  it  cannot  be  ftretched  beyond  a  certain  meafure  of 
extenfion  afligned  for  ir,  the  particles  of  this  mixture, 
unable  to  make  their  way,  will  fill  it  by  flopping  the 
eourfe  of  thofe  which  circulation  brings  after  :  thefe  lafl, 
drove  by  others,  will  attempt  forcing  the  barrier.  Hence 
a  fwelling  in  the  orifice  of,  and  in  the  very  veflels ;  fuch  a 
ftagnation  caufes  a  fermenting,  and  this  an  inflammation, 
with  ad  the  attendant  fymptoms. 

The  truth  of  this  may  be  known  by  the  frequent  and 
more  fenflble  beatings  of  the  pulfe  in  inflammatory 
difeafes.  The  fermentation  fpreads  to  the  neareft  parts  by 
the  reflux  of  the  humours  tainted  with  it,  and  makes  the 

fluid? 


fluids  circulate  with  more  rapidity.  Boerhaave  himfef# 

lays  it  in  Aphor.  120  and  Mr.  Van  Swieten  confirms  it 
in  his  commentary. 

This  motion  of  the  fluid’s  a£ling  with  force  upon 
the  folids  cannot  fail  exciting  a  violent  heat,  and  of 
courfe  a  pain*  which  is  the  refult  of  an  unnatural  ex^ 
ten  lion  of  the  parts.  No  one  can  doubt  it  who  knows 
that  two  bodies  rubbed  againft  each  other  will  grow  hot, 
a- id  even  catch  fire  if  the  collifion  is  carried  to  a  certain 
degree  of  fwiftnefs. 

.  ^cre  then  is  the  true  caufe  of  inflammation:  not 
in  the  fire  which  concurs  to  it  only  occafionally,  but 
in  the^  cold  ;  in  tne  coagulation  of  the  fluids  ;  in  the 
obftruction  made  by  grofs  vifeous  and  coagulated  humours" 
which  hinder  circulation. 

1  ne  nature  of  inflammation  thus  known  and  ffated. 
Jet  us  fee  whether  the  ufe  of  the  Baume  de  role  can  be 
contrary  to  fuch  diftempers  as  proceed  from  it.  ’Tis 
well  known  that  fpirituous  and  incifive  remedies  will 
very  quickly  make  their  way  through  even  the  fmalleft 
veflels  of  our  body.  Thefe  are  indubitable  proper¬ 
ties  of  the  Baume;  it  quickly  penetrates  and  ftrength-* 
ens  the  folids,  gets  into  the  mafs  of  humours,  circulating 
wiih  them,  cuts,  divides,  pufhes  them  forwards  and  dif- 
engages  both  the  orifices  and  the  veiTels  themlelves. 

By  bracing  up,  contracting  and  confolidating  at  the 
lame  time,  the  veflels  and  the  folids,  it  gives  them 
ftiength  to  refill  the  impetuofity  of  the  motion  which 
it  adds  to  the  fluids.  Now  the  greater  that  motion  is, 
the  better  they  are  rarified,  divided,  and  run  more  eafilw 
in  their  canals,  in  proportion  to  their  finenefs  and  tenuity# 
The  obftru&ions  are  removed,  the  blood  refumes  its 
courfe  ;  nature  gets  rid  of  what  burdened  her  ;  the 
Baume  by  its  purgative  quality  helps  to  drive  out  the 
enemy,  and  things  return  at  laft  to  a  proper  ftate. 

How  oppofite  is  the  general  conduCf  in  adminiftring 
remedies  for  inflammatory  diforders.  Cooling,  emollient 
potions  aie  profufely  given:  what  happens  from  this 
treatment?  by  fo  much  cooling  and  relaxing,  the  ob- 
ffrudtions  that  were  to  be  remedied,  increafe,  the  patient 
B  cxhaulied  and  wafting.  T.  hen  recourfe  is  had  to 
.  fpirituous  remedies,  but  often  too  late :  the  relaxed 

veflels  cannot  but  with  the  greateft  difficulty  recover 
their  fjpring. 
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t  If  cordials,  and  corroborating  draughts,  are  attended 
with  fuccefs,  it  is  becaufe  the  relaxation  not  being  yet 
brought  to  its  laft  period,  the  fpirituous  remedies  come 
happily  time  enough  to  reftore  life  to  the  languifhing  and 
half  dead  parts  in  which  the  obftru£fion  remained.  The 
fi rft  ftep  fnould  be,  to  remove  and  evacuate  the  caufe 
of  fuch  obftrutftions ;  and  for  this  reafon  the  Baume, 
tho’  under  the  imputation  of  a  hot  remedy,  never  failed 
fucceeding  in  the  mod  inflammatory  difeafes  ;  fuch  as 
pleurifies,  peripneumonies,  or  any  other,  where  it  is  ne- 
cefiary  to  refolve,  evacuate  and  confolidate.  Where¬ 
upon  I  leave  the  reader  to  form  what  judgment  he  thinks 
equitable  of  the  reproach  laid  againft  this  medicine* 

But  to  prove  the  injuftice  of  the  imputation,  feveral
